Cost of Colt Rearing 

Observations made by the bureau of 
statistigs of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture show the average 
cost of raising a three-year-old colt to 
be $104, or deducting the value of his 
labor, during the period, a net cost of 
$96.50. This figure represents 71 per 
cent. of the selling value. 

The figures are the results of re 
ports made by ten thousand corre 
spondents—reports which showed the 
cost to vary widely by states, that in 
the east being about twice &: much as 
that in the west. 

Of the .o'al cost, 64 per cent. is 
charged to feed, 16 per cent. to care 
and shelter, and 30 per cent. to mis- 
jcellaneous items. Since more than 
oll the cost of raising is chargeable 
to feed, it may readily be.seen that 
the prices ot feedstuffs have an im- 
portant bearing upon the cost of rais- 
ing a colt. 

“One is usually unable to  secur2 
such complete statistics upon this 
subject. Too often the cost of rais- 
ing farm animals ir a mat*»r shroud- 
ed in mystery to the farmers them- 
elves.

Sugar. a a 
weak solution of sulphuruous acid un 
der six or seven atmospheres pres- 
sure, sawdust is converted into sugar 
with a yield of about twenty-five per 
cent. This cannot be crystallized 
for commercial table use, but can be 
used ag stock food, or fermented in- 
to alcohol. 

In the California lumber camps, 
where the sawdust of the redwoods 
has formerly been considered a 
positive detriment, it is now being 
sold to fruit growers for the packing 
of choice grapes. For this purpose, 
it has been found as efficient as the 
powdered cork in which Spanish 
Srapes are packed. By this method 
of packing, the fruit arrives in much 
better condition, and the loss from 
decay is greatly minimized,

Steam For the Soi! 


For some time certain growers of 
tomatoes, cucumbers, and similar veg- 
etables for the London market hav2 
been injecting steam into the soil witi 
t view to destroying certain insects 
and slugs. It is reported that the 
Plan works very well for that pur- 
pose, but the operaton has brought to 
light an unexpected fact: namely, that 
the soil thus treated increased groatly 
in fertility, so greatly, in fact, that 
the ordinary amount of manvre can- 
not be used afterward. 

This effect has been explained as 
being due to the sterilization produc- 
ed by the steam, which kills the phag- 
ocytes or protoz0a which in ordinary 
circumstances keep down the nu~ber 
of bacteria in the soll whose opera- 
tions are beneficient in turning or 
ganic nitrogen into a form suitable f - 
plant food.

Forcing Rhubarb 

A simple means of forcing rhubarb 
that is specially advantageous after 
the crops indoors are more or lesa ex- 
kausted is that of raising cupplies 
outdoors by art'ficial means. This 
May be done as soon as the worst of 
the winter is over, and is .. practice 
that should be extremely popular, as 
anyone with a small amount of 
trouble ‘may achieve results that are 
very satisfactory. For successional 
crops, outdoor forcing is much to be 
preferred. The plants should be 
forced where they are growing, and 
if a warm border is available so 
much the better. 

All that heed be done in forcing @ 
crop outdoors is to cover the crowns 
of the plants with barrels, tubs, 
‘oxes or any such article which shall 
Rave a movable lid. Large barrels 
should be sawn in two. The top end 
of the barrel should be knocked out, 
and made to suit the purpose of a 
movable lid, this being removed for 
observation and air-giving, also for 
obtaining supplies when ready. These 
utensils should be embodied in stable 
manure and leaves, this material 
providing the necessary warmth to 
excite the crowns into growth. Whex 
leaves and stable litter are mixed Tr 
the proportion of about two of the 
former to one of the latter, a gentle 
heat may be provided,

With these articles, 
the cap drawn down over ber eyes, 
she was well covered and, sitting in a 
far corner, could not be told from a 
man. | put on her ulster and her hat 
and when the train stopped was sit- 
ting by the door, while Vera Nicho- 
jaewna sat where I had been, pretend- 
ing to sleep. When the train stopped 
I knew a search was being made, and 
presently the door of our compart- 
ment opened, and an officer of police 
looked in. 

“I am lost!” I cried in a .falsetto 
voice. 

The officer wanted no- better evi- 
dence that I was his quarry. I was 
ordered to get out of the car, the door 
was closed, and my captor told the 
guard that the train could go on. 

My object was to deceive the officer 
as to my identity as long as possible, 
and this was not an easy matter, since 
1 was a man and he was looking for a 
woman.

The 
emperor was at the time asking for a 
concession on the part of the United 
States in a matter pending between 
the two governments, and a bargain 
was finally struck by which the con- 
cession was made on the one side, 
while | was granted a pardon on the 
other. After several months spent in 
captivity 1 was released, given my 
passport and told to leave Russia by 
the first train. 

From my parting with Vera Nicho- 


day jong after | reached America a 
Russian came to see me and told me 
that for the sacrifice I bad made to the 
cause of freedom in Russia, if | had 
ask of him, it would be 
as possible, | told bim 
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monkeys beside themselves 


terror and excitement; they huddle 


together in the tree top above the 
leopard’s head, jumping up and down 
on the branches, shrieking and chat- 


tering.

“I had always received this in- 
formation with some doubt,” con- 
tinues »the correspondent, ‘until I 
one day saw at any rate the first 
acts of the tragedy. I was traveling 
in thick jungle, and, my bullock 
carts having gone on in the éarly 
afternoon, I was following later tn 
the evening down the same sandy 
track. I noticed that a large leopard 
had been following behind the bulls, 
and that he had suddenly turned 
aside down a small game track. 

At the same moment I became 
aware of a tremendous chat 
of monkeys in the distance. I had 
a Sinhalese with me and we crept 
through the thick jungle towards

According to Sir Ernest Shackleton 
the finest work in polar exploration 
may be expected from men between 
the ages of 25 and 40. A man does 
not attain his full growth until he is 
25, and whatever may be the super- 
iority of youth in the way of spring, 
nerve, and enthusiasm, thése do not 
weigh against the s ng power of 
an older man or the balanced judg- 
ment of one who has experiences be- 
hind him. 

In the Antarctic expedition soon to 
be undertaken by Sir Ernest Shackle- 
ton, where there will be go little room 
for mistakes and where the ill-consid- 
ered action of one man may involve 
the lives of all, impulsive youth and 
the man of middle age, whose vitality 
has slightly diminished, must alike 
stand aside. Sir Ernest Shackleton, 
whe is now 38, was 27 when he first 
undertook polar work, and about 35 
when he made his great march to 


within 97 miles of the South Pole. 


Capt. Scott was 33 when he set out 
in 1901 for the Antarctic, and 44 
when he died. Prof. David, who ac- 
companied Sir Ernest Shackleton’s 
expecition and led the party to the 
south magnetic pole, was nearly 51. 
Peary was 53 when he discovered the 
North Pole, and Amundsen 40 when 
he discovered the South Pole. 


Royal Visitors' Books. 

The books in which royal visitors 
inscribe their names when calling at 
Buckingham Pdlace, London, have 
been coveted by colfectors for years, 
Recently two new books were provid- 
ed at Buckingham, and the old ones 
removed to the safe keeping of the 
Lord Chamberlain’s department. 

The value of these books to auto- 
grapb hunters is almost impossible to 
estimate, and some sensation was 
caused about the court a few years 
ago when it was announced that one 
was missing. Foitunately a careful 
search revealed its whereabouts. 

The books are bound in crimson 
leather, with an imperial crown 
stamped on the back, and are secur- 


ed with a silver clasp. Asarule, each

GIBRALTAR OF THE PACIFIC. 


Uncle Sam's Steel Clad Sentinel, the Is- 
land of Oahu. 

Oahu today is the greatest armed 
military eamp under the American 
flag, It is the khai-clad sentinel of the 
Pacific, a lone vidette on an everlast- 
ing picket, day and night, year in and 
year out, guarding the apptoach to the 
Pacific coast. It is a sentinel ‘that coy- 
ers a long beat for, with its lightning 
flashes of battleships and cruisers em- 
anating Jovelike from Pearl Harbor, 
designed to be the greatest naval base 
of the United States by 1915, and with 
the fringe of steel which is to he 
placed in redoubts all around the 177 
mile coast line, it bars the approach of 
a hostile fleet from the far east. 

It is a khaki clad sentinel, for the is- 
land of Oahu, known militarily as the 
Hawalian department of the United 
States army, maintains six mflitary 
posts, of which four are coast defense 
fortresses and the other two are gar-’ 
rison posts, in which every branch of 
the service is represented, 

Oahu is a vast armed camp, and the 
ground trembles with the tread of in- 
fantry, the rumble of artillery and 
the thud of cavalry hoofs. From 1898, 
when the first garrison of United 
States troops was stationed on the is- 
land with 100 men on duty, the mill- 
tary establishment has grown to 7,000, 
with 4,000 men yet to be assigned to 
duty this year. No mainland céast line 
has so many coast artillery companies 
massed along the shores as Oahu. No 
area of the size of Oahu contains so 
many army posts or as many armed 
men.—Leslie’s. 


LIPTON’S NEW SHAMROCK. - 


The Yacht With Which He Will Again 
Try to “Lift That Cup.” 

Shamrock IV., whose keel was re- 
cently cast, will be the first yacht ever 
built in England under the American 
tule, of measurement. With this sea 
bird Sir Thomas Lipton will make a 
final effort to win the America’s cup. 
Charles Nicholson, the designer of the 
Shamrock I'V., has been most success- 
ful under the European rules. His 
yachts in the fifteen meter class, the 
Istria, the Pamela and the Paula 1l1., 
are exemplifications of this, but these 
craft are sometimes called freaks. 
Nevertheless they win races. Conse- 
quently one bas to look for a so called 
freak in the Shamrock IV. 

All the previous Shamrock cup chal- 
lengers were ninety footers. The new 
yacht will be a seventy-five footer, and 
yet when she makes her appearance 
under canvas next spring she will un- 
doubtedly be regarded with a feeling 
of wonderment by many seasoned 
yachtsmen. The Britannia, one of the 
most successful of Hnglish ninety foot- 
ers, carried a little over 10,000 feet of 
canvas. Since the Britannia’s palmy 
days something bas been learned of 
how to crowd sail onto a craft; hence 
there is much curiosity as to the 
amount the Shamrock IV. will hoist. 

Apart from the design, interest cen- 
ters in the fact that the Shamrock IV. 
will be sailed by an amateur, N. P. 
Burton, who has for many years been 
recognized as one of the cleverest 
helmsmen in Hngland.—Argonaut.

The new British standard of 1588, 
was called the Winchester yard. iF 
was made of brass, and remained the 
legal standard until 1826, The bar 
is in existence to-day, and offer» 
ample evidence of the truth of the 
report made by a commissioner whe 
examined it in 1742: “A kitchen 
poker, filled at both ends, woul@ 
make as good a standard. It has 
been broken, and repaired so clum- 
sily that the joint is nearly as loose 
as that of a pair of tongs.” Neverr 
theless the officials worried with if 
until 1826, for the simple reasom 
that they could not agree upon # 
new standard. - 

The belief became common in the 
eighteenth century that such perish- 
able things as the king’s arm made 
unsuitable standards; but it wae 
thought that a unit in nature might 
be found in the pendulum. Therefore 
&@ committee of Parliament, in 1760, 
caused John Bird to prepare a stan- 
dard of measure based upon the sec 
onds’ pendulum. This standard, 
which measured 36.00002 of oup 
inches, was not adopted for more 
than sixty years, Finally, in 1824, it 
was provided that Bird’s yaré 
should become the legal standard om 
the first day of January, 1825. 

The British had not yet learned, 
however, that accurate standards are 
hard to make, and that, once made 
they are worth careful attention, Ix 
the great London fire of 1834 the 
newly adopted standard was so bad 
ly damaged that it seemed worth- 
less. Moreover, it soon disappeared 
completely, and was not found untif 
1891. No copies had been made, 
and we were again without an accur- 
ate measurement of the yard, 

Bird had left directions for re 
placing the standard, if it should 
ever be lost, but different scientiste 
following these 4 tions produced 
sticks varying widely in length, 
Therefore a new standard was pre- 
pared, as nearly like: thé old as pos- 
sible. In 1855, Parliametit adopted 
the standard yard that remains to 
this day in England. It is provided 
that “The straight line or distance 
between the centres of the transverse 
lines in the two gold plugs in the 
bronze bar deposited in the office of 
the Exchequer shall be the genuine 
standard yas of 62 degrees F." Ac- 
erate copies were deposited. in wide- 
ly separate buildings.

Jackal Flies of ‘ndia 

There uré cértain East Indian flies, 
several varieties of them apparently 
of similar type to our own Louse fav- 
orite. Musca domestica, that have de- 
veloped a rather ingenious, if some- 
what disreputable, wav of making a 
living. This is the story told by Cap- 
tains Patton and Craig in the Indian 
Journal of Medical Research. The 
proboscis of these flies is soft and not 
suitable for piercing the skin of man 
or the lower animals. So they hang 
around some one of the several types 
of biting flies, and when the latter 
pierces the skir of the victim they 
crowd him away and use the incision 
for feeding themselves. If the» biter 
happens to be too large or fierce thus 
to be driven from his prey, the fly 
jackals wait unt*’ he is finished and 
then take his place. In view of these 
observations it seems quite possible 
that the so-called uon-biting flies may 
play a hitherto unsuspected role in 
the transmission of disease. 

Before the passage of the present 
strict banking laws’ in V‘isconsin, 
starting a bank was a comparatively 
simple proposition.
